In the same charge, he congrat- 
‘ulated the police department for, 
its traffic record, but said “no ex- 
planation has been offered for the 
failure to protect the public from 
murderous gangs and their ap- 
pointed agents of death.” 


Crimes in Courthouse. 


He also called attention to two 
unsolved crimes that took place 
in the Jackson county courthouse. 

On May 27, 1947, he related, 
“thieves or burglars entered the 
very office of the Election Board 
whose members are sworn to pro- 
vide the public with honest elec- 
tions, and stole from the safe bal- 
lots which were impounded by the 
court and necessary to the grand 
jury in determining whether or 
not election frauds had been com- 
mitted.”

Doctor Says Most Such Victims Die in 12 
' Hours — $3000 Donated to Give 
Lad, 10, Best of Care. 


VERNON, Tex., May 28 (AP) — 
10-year-old_Donnie Woodward, 70 
per cent of his body covered with 
deep burns, continued to cling to 
life today, and his doctor said: 

“It is a most unusual case—most 
such victims die within six to 12 
hours, but Donnie has survived 
now for 18 days. I have heard of 
a case whére a person with 60 per 
cent of the skin area burned away 
pulled through. Donnie’s burns 
cover 70 per cent of his body.” 

On May 10, an older brother ac- 

cidentally slung a bucket of flam- 
ing gasoline on Donnie while the 
two were burning weeds. When 
he was brought to a hospital, phy- 
sicians at first thought he didn’t 
have a chance. His head and 
face were a charred pulp. For a 
while it was thought he was 
blind—but he wasn’t. 
The case has stirred interest in 
this whole area. Residents have 
contributed almost $3000 to give 
the boy the best of care. 

Donnie knows that his condition 
is grave. 

“T know they say I can’t live, 
but gee I sure want to live,” he 
said. 

His ‘physician said: “His vigor- 
ous youth is doing most of the job 
of keeping him alive.” 

The boy’s heart is strong and 
some of the burns are beginning 
to heal a little. 

“We keep him under an oxygen 
tent,” said the doctor. “We use 


pressure dressings on the burns. 
Sterilized mechanic’s waste and 
vaseline are placed over the burns, 
and over this dressing we put 
elastic bandages. He has had 
eight blood transfusions. And 
I give him adrenal cortex extract 
by injection in the muscle to com- 
bat shock.” 

In cases of severe burns, vic- 
tims suffer great losses of body 
proteins through the burned areas. 
Also, kidney complications gener- 
ally develop. 

“If Donnie lives, I don’t know 
how long it will be before he is 
out of the woods,” said the physi- 
cian. “It may be months.” 

But Donnie, considering the con- 
tents of a toy bank which visitors 
to his room have stuffed with 
money, hopes to use it to buy a 
Shetland pony. 

He figures he will ride that 
pony some day. 


Woman Burned Over 60 Pct. of 


PLATTE CITY, Mo., 
(AP)—Mrs. Foy Melvin, 42 years 
old, who was burned over 60 per 
cent of her body, returned to her 
family today after four months in 
a hospital. 

She was burned Jan. 15 in a gas 
explosion that wrecked her home.

The evidence for 
conviction could be either direct 
or circumstantial, Judge Heiser- 
man stated, adding that “at times 
circumstantial evidence is quite 
as satisfactory as eyewitness evi- 
dence.” 

“To warrant conviction by cir- 
cumstantial evidence,” he contin- 
ued, “each of the facts must fit 
into a chain of circumstances and 
must establish the guilt of the de- 
fendant beyond all reasonable 
douktt. They must be such as to 
exclude any other hypothesis of 
innocence.” 

For self-defense and justifiable 
homicide, Judge Heiserman stated, 
the defendant must have “a reas- 
onable belief that his own life is 
in danger, whether the danger is 
real or apparent.” 

The -instructions to the jury fol- 
lowed long, sometimes dramatic 
closing arguments. 

Penalty Up to Jury. 

Linn County Attorney William 
W. Crissman concluded his -argu- 
ment to the jury by declaring: “If 
you find the defendant guilty of 
first-degree murder, it will be nec- 
essary for you to determine the 
punishment to be approved. I 
don’t intend to urge either of 
those penalties (death or life im- 
prisonment) on you. You heard 
all the evidence, just as I did. It 
is your prerogative solely. 

“One final observation, however. 
If there was ever a planned, 
deliberate premeditated, cold-

In the hospital, Crissman con- 
tinued, Dr. Rutledge said he had 
struck the first blow, but on the 
witness stand, to support the claim 
self-defense, the defendant 
claimed Hattman struck first. 
Other discrepancies in accounts of 
the fight were cited. 

Discussing Rutledge’s courtroom 
account of his struggle with Hatt- 
man, the prosecutor told the 
jury: “Hattman was a strong, ath- 
letic fellow, yet Dr. Rutledge said 
he just ‘rolled him over’ and then 
Hattman drags him into the room 
with Rutledge still holding ‘the 
knife.

“According to Dr. Rutledge, the

carpeted from wall to wall. As a 
matter of fact, you will have to 
assume from Dr. Rutledge’s story 
that Hattman was co-operating 
with him, not fighting him.” 


Demonstration of Stabbing. 


Crissman then demonstrated be- 
fore the jury the manner in which 
Dr. Rutledge related that Hattman 
held his knife. The purpose of the 
demonstration was to show that if 
Hattman had stabbed himself ac- 
cidentally in the struggle, the 
wound would have been in the ab- 
domen, not the chest. 

‘Dr. Rutledge’s story is so be- 
yond anything that could happen 
you just can’t believe it,” Criss- 
man contended: “It reaches the 
point of being ridiculous. His 
description is, unnatural and un- 
believable concerning the position 
in Which Hattman is supposed to 
have stabbed himself with a 2%- 
inch knife that inflicted a 6-inch 
wound,” 

The attorney then discussed the 
defendant’s admitted resentment 
against Hattman. “He said he did

“Motive is not an element of 
murder, which may be done 
without any motive,” the prose- 
cutor said.

proposal for G@ unity 


1, Since the basic law of Bonn 


ceiving the support of the over- 
whelming majority of the elected 
representatives of three zones of 
occupation, the unification of Ger- 
poses should be effected in ac- 
cordance with that law by the 
making of appropriate arrange- 
ments to enable the states of the 
eastern zone to accede to it. 


2. The following principles in 
particular would accordingly apply 
to such accession of the states of 
the eastern zone: 

(I) Freedom of the person, in-

Asked why he scheduled the 
hearings at this time, Neely said 
on May 18 that a coal strike did 
not seem imminent and that he 
thought a fair hearing could be 
given the bill on its merits.

There appears to be little or 
nohting that Lewis can add to the 
record already made at the hear- 
ings.

The an- 
nouncement that he would appear 
was made by the clerk of the 
Neely Committee. 

The cover page of the Journal 
carried a tabulation of 14 major 
coal mine disasters in which 2534 
men werey killed. It appeared un- 
der a headline, “Must there be 
another before Congress acts?” 
The first accident listed was an 
explosion at Monongah, W. Va., in 
1907, in which 361 men were 


killed; the last was the Centralia , 


explosion of March 25, 1947, in 
which 111 men were killed.

All the cattle 
had to be fed out of frozen hay- 
stacks, and on Jan. 14 we started 
getting calves. No sheds or any 
wind break except brush and tim- 
ber. Snow drifts over your head. 

“Out of 270 head I lost three 
cows. Lots of calves froze and 
never got up. Many nights I never 
got to bed till 1 or 2 a.m. or 4 or 5 
a.m, or not at all. Cows would 
have a perfect calf and their ud- 
ders would freeze and turn black. 
I nursed all the calves I could on 
canned milk. If anyone had a 
rougher time than I did, may God 
bless him.”

WASH TON, May 28—Philip 
Murray, CIO president, will ask 
the steel industry for wage in- 
creases and other benefits amount- 
ing to at least 37 cents an hour. 

The curtain will be raised on 
the critical 1949 negotiations be- 
tween the United Steel Workers 
and the industry next Friday in 
Chicago, where representatives of 
Murray, who heads the USW as 
well as the parent CIO, will start 
talks with Inland Steel Co. on 
pension and social security mat- 
ters. 

The demands of the steel work- 
ers include an employer-financed 
pension of $150 per month at the 
age of 65. The cost of this esti- 
mated at 18% cents an hour. 

Demands for social security 
benefits such as health, accident 
and hospital insurance will add 
another 8% cents to the union’s 
case. A straight wage increase of 
not less than 15 cents per hour 
will also be sought. 

The steel workers will reveal 
officially their pension and social 
security demands at the opening 
of negotiations with Inland Steel, 
but the wage demand will not 
formally be presented until ne- 
gotiations open with United States 
Steel at Pittsburgh on June 15. 

Under the terms of the current 
two-year CIO contract with the 
steel industry, the union may 
strike to enforce its demands after 
July 16.

Since power can be| 
transmitted with reasonable econ- | 
omy for about 250 miles, and most 
of the applicants entitled to pref- 
erence are within such a range of 
the power plants, it is probable 
that power will be allotted only to 
the preference class. Among ap- | 
plicants of the preference class, | 
those nearest the power plants | 
would seem to have the first claim 
on the power. By and large, those | 
which are nearest the plants can | 
be served somewhat more eco-/ 
nomically than 
away

CITY CHARGES IN OBSCENE 
LITERATURE RAID DISMISSED 


Charges of offering obscene 
literature for sale and five alleged 
violations of the city building code 
were dismissed in police court yes- 
terday in the case of Fred and 
Herman Malorrus, proprietors of 
the United Sales Co., 119 North 
Broadway. 

The charge of offering obscene 
literature was dismissed by Judge 
Joseph B. Catanzaro because there 
was no evidence that the Malorrus 
brothers offered to sell anything 
to police and Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agents, who raided 
their establishment May 19.. Fol- 
lowing the court’s ruling, Assist- 
ant City Counselor William H. 
Freivogel announced he would 
seek an amendment to the present 
city ordinance to include /posses- 
sion of obscene ilterature as an 
offense. 

The building code charges, 
based on the finding of 27 cases 
of Chinese fireworks at the Unit- 
ed Sales Co., were dismissed after 
Fire Inspector Edward Berberich 
admitted on  cross-examination 
that the fireworks were seized 
without a warning period and 
without a hearing by the fire mar- 
shal, as is the custom. The Malor- 
rus brothers are’ at liberty on bail 
on federal charges of interstate 
shipment of obscene matter and 
on a state misdemeanor charge of 
possession of obscene matter with 
the intention of selling it. A small 
truckload of obscene photographs, 
playing cards, phonograph records 
and gadgets was hauled away as 
evidence in the May 19 raid.

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New Head of Basin Divi- 
sion Comments on Size 
of Project—Huge Ma- 
chines Move Earth.

PICKSTOWN, S.D., May 28—The 

third big. dam to be built in the 


Missouri river, as a part of the In-/|. 


teragency or Pick-Sloan plan, was 
inspected this week by the new 

* Missouri basin division head of the 
Army Engineers, Brig. Gen. Sam- 
uel D. Sturgis. 

This is Fort Randall dam, about 
550 miles northwest of St. Louis 
by air, but perhaps twice as far in 
twisting river miles, and a short 
distance north of the Nebraska- 
South Dakota border. It was the 
first basin project to be examined 
by Gen. Sturgis since he took over 
this month as successor to Maj. 
Gen. Lewis A. Pick, now chief of 


neers. 

“T’'ve seen all sorts of engineer- 
ing works,” remarked Sturgis, “but 
everywhere you go in the Missouri 
valley each project is bigger than 
anything else of its kind.” 

Fort Randall dam is destined to 
be the big electric power producer 
of the Interagency scheme, with 
eight turbo-generators having a to- 
tal capacity of 320,000 kilowatts. It 
will produce about one and a half 
billion kilowatt hours of current 
annually, on the average. As a re- 
sult of this condition, it had be- 
come a subject of controversy even 
before construction started 19 
months ago. 

Dam to Be Finished by 1953. 

Controversy or no controversy, 
Fort Randall Dam is being built— 
a $160,000,000 Army Engineer 
project, due to be completed by 
1953. Its setting and design are 
distinctly different from those of 
Fort Peck Dam, a pre-Pick-Sloan 
project in Montana, which has 
been absorbed into the Interagen- 
cy plan, or Garrison Dam in North 
Dakota, a huge undertaking ex- 
ceeding Fort Peck in some re 
spects. (A start has been made 
farther upstream in South Dakota 
on Oahe Dam, fourth barrier to 
“on _— across the Missouri prop- 


Fort Randall Dam takes advan- 
tage of a spot between low bluffs, 
where a reservoir will result that 
will back upstream for about 150 
miles. Near the south bank stands 
the striking remnants of the ma- 
sonry chapel of Fort Randall, an 
Army post of the old Indian days, 
dating well back into the nine- 
teenth century. 

The first real work on the dam 
began early last year and so far 
about 14,000,000 cubic yards of 
earth have been moved. By the 
time the job is done about 60,000,- 
000 cubic yards will have been 
shifted. The dam, like the others 
in this plains country, is being 
built of rolled-up earth, carefully 
compacted. It will form a long 
crescent, stretching more than two 
miles, with the curve on the up- 
stream side. So far, the vast pile 
of material has been taking — 
on the northern side, reaching to 
the bank of the present muddy 


stream 
4000-Foot Wide Base. 

The dam, which will have a base 
4000 feet wide, and a@ cross- 
country. highway on top, will rest 
on the sandy river bottom. It is 
being built of a variety of native 
materials, in a section built by 
nature over the ages out of glacial 
till—a mixture of stuff—Niobrara 
chalk, loess or windblown soil, 
Pierre shale and sand. 

One of the distinctive character- 
istics is the chalk formation. The 
extensive outlet works of the dam 
are being built in this. Power 
saws, similar to those used in coal 
mines, were employed to shave 
off the extensive faces of the 
chalk after excavation for these 
works. The result is a series of 
geometrical shapes, somewhat 
suggestive of the great pyramids. 

Through this chalk there will be 
bored 12 tunnels, each 900 feet 
long and 33 feet in diameter, to 
carry water from the lower part 
of the reservoir through the pow- 
erhouse or through the open out- 
let pool. On one end of the tunnel 
sites, down in the deep excavated 
pit, red paint has been used to 
outline the tunnel circles on the 
chalk face. 

At present only about 600 men 
are at work on the job, under 
several separate contracts, but 
they swarm all over the far-flung 
site. Theré are just about as 
many power machines, of a great 
variety of uses and designs, as 
there are men right now. As one 
Army engineer remarked, “There 
is no more day labor’—work on 
these gargantuan modern engi- 
neering projects is by man-guided 
machine almost exclusively. 

Work Goes on 20 Hours a Day. 

Work goes on 20 hours a day 
now and on the tunnels it soon 
will go around the clock. Tall 
towers are moved about on skids 
to put floodlights where needed. 
Power shovels, with buckets which 
can grab as much as eight cubic 
yards of earth at one bite, fill 
juggernaut trucks which carry 50 
tons or more to a load. Mucker 
machines are lined up on rails to 
clean out the tunnels. Heavy roll- 
ers, with steel prongs like the

Though the Illinois Supreme 
Court adjourned after its May 
term without providing a post-con- 
viction hearing rule for im- 
prisoned persons in Illinois who 
contend that they were sentenced 
without the constitutional protec- 
tion of a lawyer, the effort to cut 
a course through Illinois’ “laby- 
rinth of blind alleys” in criminal 
procedure continues on the legis- 
lative front. | 

Noting the failure of the Illi- 
nois Justices to adopt a rule, 
State Senator Norman Barry in- 
troduced, on Friday, a bill “to 


provide a remedy for persons con- 
victed and imprisoned in the pen- 
itentiary, who assert that rights 
guaranteed to them by the Con- 
stitution of the United States or 
the State of Illinois or both, have 
been denied or violated in pro- 
ceedings in which they were con- 
victed.” 


The purpose of the bill is to 
achieve by legislative enactment 
&@ procedure which will serve as 
® companion course to that set up 
by the Illinois Supreme Court in 
,Rule 27a, just a year ago. Rule 
27a, which went into effect last 
Sept. 1, requires [Illinois trial 
judges to make certain that ac- 
cused persons in all new cases 
know of their constitutional right 
to be represented by counsel. It 
permits a waiver of counsel by 
an accused only if it is demon- 
strated beyond doubt that the 
waiver is understandingly made. 


Hundreds of Appeals. 


While hundreds of right-to-coun- 
sel appeals have gone up to the 
courts from Illinois prisons in re- 
cent’ years, very few have been 
acted on. Every term of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court sees 
many scores rejected, One, how- 
ever, attracted national] attention, 
and has served to keep the issue 
warm in Illinois legal and judicial 
circles. 


That is the case of Tony Ma- 
rino. Eighteen months ago the 
United States Supreme Court 
unanimously said that Marino’s 
conviction, without protection of 
counsel, in 1923, when he was 18 
and an immigrant youth from 
Italy, was not in accordance with 
“the due process guaranteed by 
the Fourteenth Amendment.” Ma- 
rino was charged with murder.

The airplane can be as powerful 
a means of peaceful social change 
as it has proved to be as a weapon 
of war, John H. Furbay of Kansas 
City, director of air world educa- 
tion for Trans World Airline, said 
last night.

“Most people have become con- 
vinced that the airplane is one of 
the prime tools of war,” Furbay 
said. “Any doubts they had were 
dispelled when Japan fell before a 
single man of the land armies set 
foot on it. , 

“But few people also seem t 
realize that it can be at least as 
great a force for peace if properly 
used, It will bring the peoples of 
the world together as never be- 
fore. Any place in the world can 
be reached in less than.40 hours 
from the United States by today’s 
planes.” 

With the population of the world 
living in such proximity from a 
time standpoint, he said, interna- 
tional relations must change great- 
ly. Large areas of land and water 
no longer present a serious bar- 
rier to an interchange of com- 
modities, ideas or people, nor do 
they provide protection from at- 
tack. | 

“Must Change Thinking.” 

“We must change our thinking 
to conform to this new situation,” 
Furbay said, 

Americans must obtain a far 
more extensive knowledge of 
world geography and languages,

the effective date of this act.” 


If the imprisoned person alleges 
he is unable to pay the costs of 
the proceeding, the court may or- 
der that he may proceed as a poor 
person, under the Barry bill. This 
section continues: 

“If the petitioner is without 
counsel and alleges that he is 
without means to procure counsel, 
he shall state whether or not he 
wishes counsel] to be appointed to 
represent him. If appointment of 
counsel is so requested, the court 
shall appoint counsel if satisfied 
that the petitioner has ho means 
to procure counsel.” 


Authorizes New Material. 


In the case of Clarence Shoff- 
ner, who appealed to the Post- 
Dispatch two years ago, from the 
penitentiary at Menard, the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court refused to per- 
mit the addition to the record of 
an affidavit of facts not in the 
original file. Section 6 of Senator 
Barry’s bill expressly authorizes 
the inclusion of new material. It 
reads as follows: 


“The court may receive proof 
by affidavits, depositions, oral 
testimony or other evidence. In 
its discretion, the court may order 
the petitioner brought before it 
for the hearing. If the court finds 
in favor of the petitioner, it shall 
enter an appropriate order with 
respect to the judgment or sen- 
tence in the former proc

Why Do College Students Cheat?

CHICAGO, MAY 28—Why do col- 
lege students cheat?

MORE VETERANS SEEK TRADE

After four years the groundwork 
has been laid in the Legislature 
for an ultimate test of the validity 
of laws enacted in violation of 
the state constitutional prohibition 
against secret committee action 


on bills. 

On the theory that public busi- 
ness is the people’s business, the 
1943-44 Constitutional Convention 
included a new provision in the 
new constitution to abolish the 
practice of committee secrecy un- 
der which special interest lobby- 
ists and venal or cowardly legis- 
lators often worked in the dark 
to accomplish sinister purposes. 

The Constitution, adopted by 
the voters in 1945, contains this 
language: 

“Each committee shall keep 
such record of its proceedings as is 
required by rule of the respective 
houses and this record AND the 
recorded vote of the members of 
the committee shall be filed with 
all reports on bills.” 


House Obeys, Senate Evades. 


The House of Representatives 
has accepted this mandatory pro- 
vision of the Constitution in the 
light of its clear meaning that 
committee reports shall show how 
each committee member voted on 
the bills. 

The present Democrat-con- 
trolled Senate, however, has fol- 
lowed its Republican-controlled 
predecessor in placing its own 
construction on the Constitution, 
a construction which conceals 
how the individual committee 
members voted and discloses only 


tthe total number of aye and no 


votes. 
The Senate rule, in contrast 
with Section 22 of Article 3 of the 


‘Constitution quoted above, is: 


“Each committee shall keep a 
record of the total number of the 
members present when a Dill is 
finally considered, and this rec- 
ord and the record of the total 
number voting favorably and the 
total number voting unfavorably 
on said bill shall be filed by the 
committee with its report.” 

Ground for Test Prepared. 

The effect of the Senate’s 
evasion of the intent of the Con- 
stitution never has been tested in 
the courts, but a few days ago 
Dr. J. A. Gray, Representative 
from Atchison county, brought 
about an official record in the 


House on which a test can be 


made. 

When a bill providing heavy 
penalties for the transportation 
through Missouri of untamed in- 
toxicating liquor was before Speak- 
er Roy Hamlin for his signature 
as one of the necessary steps in 
the enactment of a law, Dr. Gray 
filed a formal written protest 
against the signing on the ground 
that a mandatory provision of the 
Constitution had not been followed 
by the Senate in its failure to 
include in its report.on the bill the 
“recorded vote of the members.” 

In making his protest, Dr. Gray 
selected a bill which is virtually 
certain to result in a court test. 
It may be expected that the first 
time a sizabl quantity of untaxed 
liquor is seized as contraband, the 
owner's attorneys will attempt to 
defeat the law as unconstitutional, 
and that they will take advantage 
of every possible technicality. 

One of these certainly will be 
the failure of the Senate to follow 
the mandatory provision of the 
Constitution, prohibiting secrecy, 
which is one of the steps set out 
in the required procedure on ev- 
ery bill. 

Uses Word “Shall.” 

As to whether the provision is 
mandatory or merely permissive, 
it may be noted that the Consti- 
tution Makes a clear distinction 
between the record which the 
Legislature may require to be kept 
by committees, and the necessity 
for reporting the recorded vote of 
the members of the committee, 
and that it uses the word “shall,” 
not “may,” in directing that the 
vote be reported. 

The constitutional provision was 


the result of reconciliation of sev- | 


eral proposals submitted to the 
convention, the language in the 
Constitution coming after a con- 
vention committee report, which 
Was amended on the floor of the 
convention. : 
Incidentally, it will be recalled 
that all convention committees 
acted on all matters in committee 
meetings open to the public and 
a record of how each member of 


the committee voted was kept and 
was open to public inspection. 

Two proposals on the subject of 
committee secrecy were submitted 
to the convention. 

One, offered by Delegate Strat- 
ford Lee Morton of St. Louis 
read: “Each committee shall keep 
a journal of its proceedings as a 
publie record.”

All such proceedings 
shall be kept up to date and on 
file with the executive secretary, 
but the General Assembly may, in 
particular cases, order that the 
proceedings in connection there- 
with be not published until such 
time as this may be done without 
injury to the people’s interest.” 
Committee’s Proposal. 

The convention committee on 
the Legislative Department con- 
sidered these proposals, and wrote 
its own provision on the subject 
and submitted it to the conven- 
tion.

McCluer Proposal.

Brown of Ozark submitted this as 
a substitute for the committee’s 
language: “All final reports on 
bills shall carry the recorded vote 


It was defated, 
Franc L. McCluer, then of Fulton 
but now president of Lindenwood 
College in St. Charies, submitted 
this: 

“Eeach committee shall keep a 
record of its proceedings and this 
record and the recorded vote of 
the members of the committee 
shall be filed with all reports on 
bills.” 


As finally approved by the con- 
vention, the McCluer amendment 
as changed slightly by an amend- 
ment submitted by Delegate 
Ethan A. H. Shepley of St. Louis, 
was in this form: 

“Each committee shall keep 
such record of its proceedings as 
may be required by rule of each 
house, and this record and the 
recorded vote of the members of 
the committee shall be filed with 
all reports on bills.” 

The convention Committee on 
Phraseology made one _§ slight 
change, subsittuting “is required” 
for “may be required.” and with 
that change the McCluer-Shepley

Republican Evasion. 


The 1945 Legislature was in 
session at the time of the adoption 
of the Constitution, and the Re- 
publican leaders in Control of the 
Senate worked out the evasive 
Senate rule to preserve secrecy 
notwithstanding the Constitution. 

At the time, they took the po- 
sition that the rejection of the 
Mayer and Opie amendments by 
the convention indicated that it 
was not the intention of the dele- 
'gates to require that the votes of 
‘individual committee members 
should be disclosed. They offered 
no explanation of what if any 
value would attach to the mere 
reporting of the number of votes. 

The Democratic leaders of the 
present Senate ‘retained the Re- 
publican Senate rule saying that 
“it had worked satisfactorily.” 

How committee members vote 
on bilis which are reported favor- 
ably by the committee seldom has 
any public interest, because Sen- 
ators vote publicly when the bills 
are up for final passage, but the 
situation is different on bills 
which are killed by committees. 
Only rarely do special interests 
promote legislation which is in- 
imical to the public interest, but 
quite often they oppose legisla- 
tion which is in the public inter- 
est, and their lobbyists are ac- 
tive in attempting to influence 
individual members of committees 
to throttle bills in the secrecy of 
the committees. 

Minority groups quite often pro- 
mote legislation in their own in- 
terests. 

A Senator can follow the dicta- 
tion of the special interest lobby- 
‘ists in the closed committee room 
without the existence of any rec- 
ord which would disclose how he 
voted. He can oppose the minor 
group bills without danger of po- 
litical reprisals. 

So committee secrecy may be 
‘taken advantage of by the Sen- 
ator who is controlled by the lobby 
Senator who seeks to avoid 
‘responsibility for his actions, or 
‘the Senator (and they exist) who 
‘attempts to play both sides of the 
street and please everybody.

Voting on School and Road Bond Issues Next Saturday to 
Be Test of Strength for Gov. Scott—He Appointed Lib- 
eral Frank P. Graham to U.S. Senate, Named a Negro 
to Board of Education—Legislature Is Unfriendly.

At the same time, all over the South, 
progressive forces are at work. North Caro- 
lina long has been in the vanguard of 
southern progressivism—which, if it should 
win control of the southern legions of the 
Democratic party could work a revolution in 
American politics. . 

This fact is well understood by northern 
conservative business interests and southern 
Bourbons alike. These forces now have 
joined hands to defeat the aims of Gov. W. 
Kerr Scott of North Carolina as they have 
joined hands against the Fair Deal at Wash- 
ington. There is, indeed, some parallel be- 
tween Gov. Scott and the Missourian in the 
White House. 

Like President Truman, he stumped the 
cross-roads. He won election in an upset 
over an established organization accustomed 
to selecting governors two terms in advance. 
Since then, like the President, he has been 
hamstrung by a recalcitrant Legislature 
which refused to accept his “Go Forward’”’ 
program as a mandate of the people and 
placed numerous obstacles in his path. 


Powerful Oil Lobby Fights 


Governor’s Bond Issue Plan. 


Currently, dairy-farmer Gov. Scott, a | 
breaker of precedents in a state where 
precedent still is often unwritten law, is 
again going to the people to attempt to sal- 
wage the principal points in his program—a 
$200,000,000 bond issue primarily for rural 
roads and a $25,000,000 school bond issue. 
An election on these bond issues will be 
held next Saturday. 

Gov. Scott, who sees good roads in terms 
of social and economic significance, is speak- 
ing throughout the 100 counties of this state 
in support of the bond issues. As the only 
Governor in the country who does not 
possess the veto power, he is handicapped 
because a hostile Legislature, abetted by a 
powerful oil lobby which operated in a 
working coalition with other representatives 
of special interests, made a one-cent gasoline 
tax, ear-marked for financing the bonds, 
contingent upon passage of the bond issue, 
although it does not appear on the ballot. 

As a test of strength the bond elec- 

tion will bear watching. North Carolina 
will not collapse if it fails. But to many 
obseryers its failure. would be a sign of 
a receding tide, a symptom that the state 
has lost its passion for progress or is con- 
tent to rest on past laurels. 

It affords also a prelude to the senatorial 
election next year when Dr. Frank Porter 
Graham, former liberal president of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, appointed by Gov. 
Scott to the United States Senate to succeed 
the late J. Melville Broughton, will run for 
election for a full term. 

Appointment of Dr. Graham, one of sev- 
eral appointments by the unpredictable gov- 
ernor which have electrified the state, was 
greeted with dismay by professional poli- 
ticians and ultra-conservatives. Dr. Graham, 
who accepted the senatorial seat on condi- 
tion that he stand for election next year 


has a formidable personal following, much 
of it consisting of ‘“‘his boys,” alumni of a 
university whose campus is the state. Re- 
peated attempts by the far right wing to 
unseat him failed and he long has been rec- 
ognized as a leader of progressive liberalism 
at the university and throughout the South. 
The vote in the bond issue election may 
well determine the caliber of opposition 
which will run against him. Former Senator 
William B. Umpstead has been mentioned 
as a probable candidate if the election trehd 
portends a victory for the conservatives. 


Two-Party System Operates 
Within the Democratic Fold. 


Although North Carolina is a one-party 
state there is a two-party system within the 
Democratic fold. On one side is an extreme 
right wing, embracing some who vote the 
Republican ticket nationally and marked by 
guch leaders as David Clark of Charlotte, 
publisher of the Southern Textile Bulletin. 
The other side is composed of progressives 
as represented by Jonathan Daniels, editor 
of the Raleigh News and Observer, the only 
city paper to support Gov. Scott, and middle- 
of-the-roaders. While vested interests are 
inclined to the right all big business in the 
state does not fall into that category. 

Gov. Scott not only was confronted with a 
Legislature reflecting this division but one 
in which 80 per cent of the membership had 
supported his opponent, Charles M. John- 
gon, former State Treasurer. Johnson 
was backed by the remnants of the urbane 
but powerful political machine once headed 
by the late Gov. Max Gardner. Scott won a 
personal victory over nearly every political 
organization in the state but his election 
was predicated largely upon his intimate ap- 
peal to farmers whose problems have been 
his for years, 

- The Governor, who took office last Janu- 
ary, also encountered an organized lobby, 
composed of various interests, representing 
86 registered members with others believed 
to be unregistered. The lobbyists come close 
to outnumbering the members of the Legis- 
lature, which has 50 Senators and 120 Rep- 
resentatives. In his characteristic fashion 
of calling a spade a spade, Gov. Scott public- 


ly asserted last month that the “Third 


Deal, 


House” was running the Lephdatess, 

Not content with a general statement, he 
called by name leading lobbyists, designat- 
ing them as representing the gasoline, mo- 
tion picture, bottling and brewery interests. 
He accused them, in effect, of sabotaging 
his general tax proposals which would have 
resulted in levies on those and other indus- 
tries and joining with others to oppose his 
road and school proposals on an all for 
one and one for all basis. 

In his current bond issue campaign, Gov. 
Scott refers to such proponents of absentee | 
interests, including public utilities, as mod. | 
ern “‘carpetbaggers” exploiting the South. 

Gov. Scott lost no time in defining the 
fundamental issue which persists today. In 
his inaugural address, in which he outlined 
a 15-point “Go Forward” program, he 
stated: 

“Our state stands now at a point where it 
must take counsel of courage rather than 
fear in plotting fts advance. ...I face the 
future with confidence, I face it, too, with 
the conviction that now is the time to build 
for a greater future by bringing our public. 
services current with the needs of the 
times.” 

The Governor, whose program was hailed | | 
on the floor of Congress by Congressman 
C. B, Deane of North Carolina, as one which 
might become a national pattern for other 
states, Stated that while there was a surplus 
in the state treasury composed of hoarded 
tax dollars it was not a real surplus 
“but actually a deficit in public services— 
to go forward we must wipe out this 
deficit.”

“I regard a comprehensive educational 
program, properly implemented with road, 
health and utilities programs, as the sound- 
est insurance policy the State of North 
Carolina can underwrite for the protection 
of its future,” Gov. Scott declared. 

His program called for more rural elec- 
trification and telephone service, increased 
compensation for teachers, a rehabilita- 
tion program for prisoners, and a broader 
representation on state boards. He also 
asked for a “fair-return” for labor and 
repéal of a stringent anti-closed shop law 
enacted in 1947. 

“When I see our Government in a rut,” 
Gov. Scott promised, “I shall do everything 
in my power to get it out. If this means 
reorganization or even abolition of time- 
honored practices, I shall not hesitate to 
recommend such changes as appear in the 
public fnterest. 

“Nor shall I hesitate to slash red tape or 
push aside tradition if it is necessary to 
eliminate bottlenecks.”’ 

Governor Scott has been true to his word. 
Despite a Legislature which killed or emas- 
culated most of his proposals he has gone 
right on breaking precedents.

WASHINGTON, May 28. 

HE first week of the Paris session of 

the Council of Foreign Ministers has 

been occupied by maneuvers for posi- 
tion, which perhaps should not be taken 
too seriously. Both factions have paraded 
the full strength of their maximum require- 
ments. Doubtless both have furnished 
themselves with margins of possible com- 
promise, to be used for horse-trading when! 
the proceedings actually come to grips. 

Before leaving for Paris, Secretary of 
State Dean G. Acheson told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee that neither he 
nor anyone else could predict whether the 
conference would be successful. He added 
that, in case of failure, the democratic 
powers would stand in a better position to 
deal with its consequences than ever before, 

With the detachment of distance, State 
Department specialists remarked today that 
the conference may have one of three re- 
sults: 

1. A final and equitable solution of 
the German problem. 

2. Relapse into the strains of all-out 
cold war, including re-imposition of the 
Berlin blockade. 

8. Adoption of a modus vivendi under 
which the Communist and non-Communist 
worlds may live side by side in mutual 
peace and profit. 

State Department experts believe the first 
alternative is “‘unlikely,”’ the second, “‘pos- 
sible” and the third “about the best ia can 
hope for.” 

Not often has there been so aii a 
turn of the, tables as that marking the sixth 
conference of the Council of Foreign Min- 
isters, which assembled Monday at the 
Palais Talleyrand. Its last previous session 
opened at London on Nov. 25, 1947, when 
Communist aggression in Europe was at

"Now is the time to build a greater future...” 
dodging the Negro question,” Gov. Scott 
stated a week after his inaugufation, “and 
I'm going to follow through and see that 
the minority race has a fair opportunity 
and gets the training to fit into the in- 
dustrial and agricultural life of the 
state.”’ 

Subsequently, he appointed Dr. Harold 
L. Trigg to the State Board of Education, 
representing the first time in the state's 
history that a Negro had been named to 
a major state post. The appointment, 
while it constituted a surprise, was rec- 
ognized generally throughout the state as 
fair, since Negroes represent about a 
third of the population. 

Gov. Scott, a candid man 53 years old, 
with a decisive, sincere manner, told the 
writer that he proposes to appoint more 
Negroes to state positions in cases where he 
feels that they are entitled to representation 
and would be of service to the state. 


Gov. Scott, a liberal -y southern stand- 
ards but who would be deemed barely to 
'the left of center in the north, manifested 
an awareness of criticism to the effect that 
he has “‘immature”’ fiscal judgments, is in- 
clined to a “‘lop-sided”’ highway program and 
improvises rather than plans a general pro- 
gram for the state. His most influential 
foes expressed no doubt as to his honesty. 

While conscious that his election repre- 
sented a political revolution, Goy. Scott is 
not @ political novice. Yet he’s always kept 
one foot on the soil. Often he remarks that 
the possessor of “‘a garden and fuel can ride 
out a depression where a fellow cooped up 
in a city apartment can’t.” 


One of 14 children, of pioneer stock, 
reared on a Piedmont farm, Gov. Scott now 
operates a 1300-acre working dairy farm in 
Alamance county. His farmer father, for 
27 years a member of the State Board of 
Agriculture, advised him to “‘buy some land 
so you won’t ever be afraid of being kicked 
out of office; you'll have something to go 
back to and you won’t be beholden to any- 
body but the people.” 

During the early days of the New Deal 
he worked for the Farm Credit Administra- 
tion and other federal agencies, He won 
friends among farmers throughout the state 
when he aided them in staving off evictions 
during depression days. 

Yet politicians scouted his chances when 
he ran for State Agriculture Commissioner 
in 1936 against a veteran incumbent. But 
he won. He was re-elected twice, retiring 
in the spring of 1948 with announcement 
that 12 years was long enough for one man 
to remain in office. A month later he en- 
tered the race for Governor against five 
opponents and again beat the favorite, who 
had been campaigning for more than a year. 

“People think I’m wild-eyed,” Gov. Scott 
observed, “‘but you don’t find a Scotsman 
raised on a sassafras farm that’s wild.” 
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flood tide. Three weeks later Vyacheslav 
Molotov, then Soviet Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs, broke up the meeting with a furious 
tirade interdicting German unity except on 
Muscovite terms. 

Seventeemw months passed, and the scene 
had been transformed beyond recognition. 
Soviet policy on the continent weltered at 
its lowest ebb since the war’s conclusion. 
Reversing Molotov’s fiat, Allied statesmen 
promptly served notice that they would now 
accept German reunion on their own terms 
alone—that is, on terms of free democracy 
as expressed in the constitution of the new 
Federal Republic of Germany which was 
proclaimed, also on Monday, at Bonn. 

The shift of conscious strength had been 
accompanied by a sweeping change of cast. 
Of the four stars who rambled, shuffled and 
quarreled on the stage of Lancaster House 
in 1947, only the British Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs, Ernest Bevin, remained. 
Acheson had succeeded Gen. George C, 
Marshall as. American Secretary of State. 
Georges Bidault, French Foreign Minister, 
had given place to Robert Schuman. And 
Molotov himself, who appeared indestruct- 
ible, had been supplanted by Andrei Y. 
Vishinsky, hero of the Moscow purge trials 
of last decade and of frequent vitriolic 
harangues before the United Nations. 

Doubtless under orders from Moscow, 
the once vituperative Vishinsky took pains, 
when the present conference began, to roar 
as gently as a dove. 

For the moment, he bowed at once to 
Allied protests against his suggestion that 
the conference set a date for a Big Four 
discussion, with China, of a Japanese peace 
treaty. With affable compliance, he sur- 
‘rendered his own draft of an agenda for 
the Council in deference to one proposed by 
Foreign Minister Schuman. The adopted 
program had the following points: 

1. The problem of German unity, in- 
cluding economic principles, political 
principles and Allied controls. 


Will Government Wasters Win? 
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Lindsay C. Warren Believes 
“We Have Reached Crisis— 
"Must Get Re-Organization, 
Economy or We’re Through.’

HE President of the United States, the 
T Congress, and the taxpayers once more 

are engaged in the bitter battle of 
bureaucracy, a war that has been waged for 
years. 

Arrayed among the opposition are the 
pressure groups, the local interests, the 
special classes, who have come to demand as 
a right a continuance of payments, benefits, 
betterments, exemptions, priorities, prefer- 
ences, and special services, ultimately a 
charge upon the taxpayer. In the forefront, 
and deeply entrenched, are the heads of 
some of the 1800 Government bureaus, divi- 
sions, agencies, and authorities, who are 
fighting fiercely to protect their jobs, their 
departments, their red tape, their functions, 
and their right to spend in their own way 
the taxpayers’ money. 

In 20 years Government divisions and 
units have increased from some 300 or 400 
to as high as 1816 (depending on who 
counts them). The federal payroll now 
numbers more than 2,000,000 civilian em- 
ployes. 

As Comptroller General of the United 
States, and head of its General Accounting 
Office, I am concerned at the amount of 
waste, extravagance, and duplication which 
shows up in many quarters, and most 
especially at the tenacity with which the 
bureaus continue their jobs and their spend- 
ing after there is no longer any need for 
them. 

A vast number of Federal bureaus 
should be the object of a vigorous, un- 
compromising, but scientific and discrimi- 
nating application of the bush-ax treat- 
ment, which I have urged for many years. 
That there will be snaris from those 
whose powers are curbed, and louder 
ones from those whose benefits, payments, 
and services are discontinued, will be 
music to the ears of the taxpayers. 

Government reorganization is a major 
topic today because of the exhaustive report 
of the commission headed by former Presi- 
dent Herbert C. Hoover, and the action by 
Congress to put into the hands of President 
Truman the authority to streamline the Gov- 
ernment. Mr. Hoover estimates that the 
adoption of his commission’s recommenda- 
tions would save several billion dollars a 
year. He has said the 65 bureaus and agen- 
cies reporting directly to the President ought 
to be cut to one third of that number. 


Everyone Is Against Sin 
and Waste—By Other People. 


Now, this and similar estimates of ex- 
traordinary savings from reorganization 
must be taken with a grain of salt, for re- 
organizing is more than the reshuffling of 
agencies. It is also the abolition of the use- 
less and outmoded function, and it should 
bring to light those far too many cases exist- 
ing where the funé¢tion itself must be con- 
tinued but where the staff “‘working” on the 
job is far tog great to do what may be 
needed, Everybody knows that some Gov- 
ernment agencies are overmanned and, like 
sin, everybody is against it. But putting the 
finger on the particular spot is a task for 
experts. 

In general, what Mr. Hoover is now say- 
ing has been said before. President Roose- 
velt, in 1937, called our government setup 
‘“‘a higgledy-piggledy patchwork.”

Acheson, Bevin and Schuman then sat 
back waiting for Vishinsky to make the 
next move, Their notion was that it was 
up to Russia to state what it wanted of the 
Conference of Foreign Ministers, for which 
it had been willing to pay the price of 
lifting the Berlin blockade. On Tuesday 
the Commissar presented the Kremlin’s pro- 
gram for the unification of Germany. His 
smile was childlike and bland, but his 
sleeves were packed with aces. 


When the Western statesmen recovered 
breath, they recognized that Vishinsky was 
asking them to ignore the torrents of his- 
tory that had poured under the German 
bridge during the last two years, and to 
acquiesce in Russia’s reoccupation of the 
strongly favorable position it had held when 
the Marshall Plan was a blueprint and 
France and Italy were in mortal danger of 
subversion by native Communists. It was a 
position which Moscow had lost, in consider- 
able part, through its own folly. 

Seeking a return to the mechanics of the 
Potsdam Agreement, but not its principles, 
Vishinsky demanded that the Allied Control 
Council should be reinstated as the supreme 
power in Germany; that the Kommandatura 
be revived for ruling Berlin; that an all- 
German State Council should be set up on 
the basis of economic organs now function- 
ing in the,east and west occupation zones; 
that the Berlin Magistrat, or city council, 
be restored to quadripartite status; apd 
that there should be a new four-power Ruhr 
Authority, including Russia and its veto. 


With Acheson as principal spokesman, the 
Allied, Foreign Ministers protested that 
Vishinsky was seeking to exact repudiation 
of the German Federal Republic, of the

President, almost from the birth of our na- 
tion, have added to the crazy quilt of bu- 
reaus. Once established, they are loath to 
die. Instead, every year the heads of these 
bureaus go before Congress and swear they 


need more money than they had in the 
previous year. 

If Congress should set up a temporary 
bureau for an investigation to learn 
whether The Three Blind Mice really ran, 
and how far, the bureau would come back 
the next year with a glowing report as 
to how the Bureau’s Mouse Survey helped 
prevent war, or reduced the national debt, 
or increased farm income, and would ask 
that the bureau be made permanent and 
the appropriation increased. 

Bureaucracy was increased and strength- 
ened.tremendously during the war by catch- 
as-catch-can laws and emergency agencies 
that were necessary in the days when fast 
action was more important than economy 
and efficiency. The end of the fighting 
brought an end to too few of these agencies. 

We have reached a crisis in govern- 
ment. If Congress and the President are 
now unable to put through an honest, 
widespread, and effective reorganization, 
they and the taxpayers might as well sur~- 
render unconditionally. If the bureaucrats 
win again, as they have before, we might 
as well concede that we are through. We 
shall be forced to confess that goyern- 
mental affairs cannot be conducted on a 
businesslike basis, that we cannot set up 
clean-cut operational systems, eliminate 
red tape, or promptly discharge depart- 
ment heads who put their own interests 
above those of the taxpayers. It will be 
proved that shocking Government extrava- 
gance is as much a part of democracy, and 
as indestructible, as the Supreme Court. 

I have no voice in the policy-making job 
of the Congress of deciding what Govern- 
ment services should be established and 
of course I should not have. In a repre- 
sentative government that is the job of the 
people’s elected spokesmen. But I have seen 
—in 1932, in 1939, and in 1945—the pas- 
sage of reorganization bills that were aimed 
to bring efficiency to the unsegregated, 
sprawling groups of Government functions 
and functionaries—to make only one or two 
grow where dozens grew before. I have 
helped write those bills, I have joined with 
others in an effort to make them work. So 
far as they have gone, the jobs done under 
those acts have been noteworthy, but they 
have not gone far enough, Consolidation has 
been stressed. Abolition ought to be stressed 
as well. 

I plead for a change in the administra- 
tors’ point of view toward the money Con-

gress gives them to spend. Too many bu- 
reau heads actually believe that appro- 
priations belong to them and they must 
spend every cent, even though it may take 
superhuman planning to be extravagant | 
enough to get rid of it all. Sometimes 
the state of the agencies’ bookkeeping ~ 
prevents Congress from learning the fi- 
nancial facts of life and matching appro- 
priations with the agencies’ real needs, 

The Federal Prison Industries, Inc., wé 
found, piled up nearly $12,000,000 that the 
corporation didn’t need. As a result of our 
recommendations the agency gave it back to 
the Treasury. Our office discovered that the 
Panama Railroad, a Government corpora- 
tion, had $10,000,000 to spare. That agency, 
instead of giving the Treasury larger divi- 
dends, had invested this money in United, 
States Government bonds. Thus the Treas- 
ury, and the taxpayers, were paying interest 
upon money that belonged to the people. 
That device may be good management— 
from the standpoint of the agency alone— 
but it is pretty fancy bookkeeping. 


A Bookkeeping Fantasy 
That Is All-Too Common. 


Thus the Production Credit Corporation 
(an offshoot of the Farm Credit Administra-. 
tion) had, through 1946, piled up $33,- 
000,000 from the income on excess Govern- 
ment capital, which they invested in vari- 
ous types of interest-bearing Government 
bonds, and this “income’”’ was used to pay 
expenses, make up losses, and establish.a 
neat surplus. 

That bookkeeping fantasy is not only 
perfectly legal but is common in Govern- 
ment corporations, which operate with 
capital furnished by Congress instead of 
upon annual appropriations. The corpora. 
tions put their excess dollars into Gov- 
ernment bonds, and thus collect interest 
that sometimes is enough to pay their op- 
erating cost. The vice, of course, lies in 
the obscurity — when Congress appropri- 
ates the money it is for interest on the 
public debt (an obvious “must”), not for 

, Operations of its corporate agencies. 

In reorganization, the big job, of course, 
will be to reduce duplication, to abolish and 
consolidate. Ten years ago I pointed out 
such facts as that 28 agencies were engaged 
in welfare matters and 75 were buying 
transportation from railroads and ship lines. 
I note from a recent story that the Hoover 
Commission reports that 28 are still dealing 
in welfare matters, and 75, spending more 
than a billion dollars a year, are still buying 
transportation. 

I have before me a sheet of paper—almost 
half as large as a bed sheet—that lists the 
Federal Executive Departments and Agen- 
cies. The average citizen who comes to 
Washington to sell goods, or check a vet- 
eran’s problem, to borrow money, or to do 
anything else, goes cross-eyed and dizzy 


when he examines this list and attempts to 
find which agency is supposed to handle his 
problem. No wonder hundreds of men and 
women in Washington find good profit in 
guiding citizens to the right bureau. With- 


out a guide a citizen may spend weeks be- 
fore he finds the department he wants. Be- 
cause the agencies so overlap, even when 
he gets to a destination, the department 
itself may not be sure whether he is in the 
right office. 

In 1948, our auditors clamped down upon 
erroneous and illegal payments by various 
Government agencies that totaled $106,798,- 
213. Every cent of that was collected for 
the Government from persons and corpora- 
tions that had been overpaid. In the last

The by-laws of the High Commission re- 
quire nearly all decisions to be determined 
by majority vote. In the Ruhr Authority, 
Russia—like the United States, France, the 
United Kingdom and Germany — would 
cast three votes out of 18. Vishinsky’s con- 
tention was denied that the Benelux coun- 
tries should be ousted from the Ruhr 
Authority and relegated to an advisory body, 
with Poland, Czechoslovakia and Denmark 
added as fellow consultants. 

Thus, on the face of things, the two 
world ideologies once more face each 
other in Paris on terms of irreconcilable 
conflict. The Allies cannot submit to 
Russia's initial exactions without forsak- 
ing their entire moral cause. Granting 
that the Kremlin has opened the contest 
with wildly extravagant demands in order 
to have space in which to retreat, how

In Rent Than Tractors Worth. 


For instance, in Alaska the War Depart- 
ment paid $2619 for the rental, for five 
months, of two tractors that cost, when new, 
$500 each. The owner collected $1619 more 
than the cost of the tractors, and still owned 
them. 

Federal departments spend millions of 
dollars a year for printing and publications. 
Tons upon tons are finally sold as waste 
paper, while other quantities are stored at 
the expense of the Government. There are 
millions of obsolete forms which should be 
sold as waste but are still occupying val- 
uable storage space. 

When James F. Byrnes was a United 
States Senator, speaking for the reorgan- 
ization bill that became a law in 1939, he 
said, “I have yet to talk with reference to 
reorganization to one man in the Govern- 
ment service who did not make this an- 
swer: ‘Of course it should be done.’ And 
then, when he joins the great old order 
of ‘butters,’ he says, ‘But do not touch 
my department.’ ”’ 

Congressmen have favorite departments; 
pressure groups who are gaining favors sup- 
port the bureaucrats who give them these 
favors. Lobbyists for certain functions and 
agencies inspire floods of letters to repre- 
sentatives and senators, and the letters, 
backed up by pleaders at hearings, violently 
protest any changes. Every bureau has 
backers to testify that it is absolutely essen- 
tial, that it is operating efficiently and eco- 
nomieally. Once one bureau is exempted, 
that will be the crack in the dam. “You 
exempted Such-and-Such,” the plea will be, 
“why shouldn’t you exempt us?” 

If the taxpayers rally to back up the 
President and Congress, we shall have, this 
time, a genuine reorganization, the mish- 
mash of government can be cleaned up, the

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Giving Up the Fair Deal? 


President Truman's press conference remarks 


on the wavering state of the Fair Deal empha- 


size again the need for.the executive to improve 
his relations with his leadership in Congress. 
After a conference at the White House at- 
tended by Senator Lucas and Speaker Rayburn, 
the Senate Majority Leader said there were 
three “must” pieces of major legislation: 
1. Ratification of the Atlantic Pact. 


2. Extension of reciprocal trade. 
3. Repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act. 


This announcement was greeted by comments 


in many quarters that the White House was 
abandoning the Fair Deal. The New York 
Herald Tribune, for example, called it a “con- 
fession of failure,” and said that the responsi- 
bility to lead now lay with the Republicans. 

Trying to put a better face on things, the 
President told the correspondents that the in- 
terview with Senator Lucas was not fully re- 
ported. Yet Mr. Truman @eclined to give any 
personal preference ef priority for his recom- 
mendations. He said he still wanted all he had 
asked for, and the Associated Press reports he 
was a “trifle petulant.” : 

After the way in which the President under- 
mined Senator Lucas’ fight for an anti-filibus- 
ter rule, it is only probable that the White 
House has slipped again. Certainly Senator Lu- 
cas would have listed other “must” items if the 
President himself had put them down. 

* + . 

Be that as it may, the three measures are a 
very puny program for the President who car- 
ried a long bill of issues to the whistle stops. 

In the first place, there is hardly any question 
as to the ratification of the treaty signed by the 
North Atlantic nations. The agreement has been 
under discussion in the Foreign Relations .Com- 
mittee for several weeks without producing any 
influential opposition. 

There can be no more if as much question 
about extension of the reciprocal trade program. 
Even the 1948 Republican platform promised to 
“support the system of reciprocal trade.” 

The third item is almost as settled—in reverse. 
The Taft-Hartley Act should and may be modi- 


fied, but it is not going to be repealed in its en- ° 


tirety. If the choice were to repeal it or to 
leave it on the books as it is, the Eighty-first 
Congress would affirm the Eightieth. 

Thus, the White House “must” program is 
two measures for which it does not need to 
put up a fight and one for which a fight would 
be little more than going through the motions. 

Where is the rest of the Fair Deal? Where is 
the civil rights program? Not all the proposals 
raised in the name of civil rights are equally 
urgent or equally wise, but the soundest of them 
surely deserve to be brought up and tested in a 
Congress elected in November 1948. 

What about the public health program? That, 
too, is being put on the shelf, and without so 
much as a debate. , 

What about raising the minimum wage? What 
about legislation to bring about better order and 
more certain discipline in the administration of 
the armed forces under the Unification Act? 
What about social security expansion? What 
about aid to education? What about housing? 

* * » 

If the Truman Administration’s idea is that it 
will fight for only those bills which it is sure it 
can put through, then it deserves the wrath of 
the Americans for Democratic Action, whose ex- 
ecutive chairman, Joseph L. Rauh Jr., speaks in 
such terms as “surrender” and “betrayal.” 

The present session offers a double oppor- 
tunity. The first opportunity is to get a sub- 
stantial share of the President’s campaign pro- 
gram into effect. The second is to make a rec- 
ord in the House and Senate so that the voters 
will have guidance when the midterm congres- 
sional election comes next year. A President 
who was defeated in the professional straw votes 
only to win out at the polls should be the last 
person to quit without an effort. 

It is not enough to say that the Dixiecrats and 
the G.O.P. Old Guard can get together and beat 
many of Mr. Truman’s proposals. Experience 
shows that much of the Administration’s trouble 
arises from White House aloofness, failure to 
consult with congressional leaders, and fre- 
quent undercutting by the executive. Nor does it 
help to strip the Southerners of patronage one 
week and give it back the next, as in the case of 
that Georgia judgeship. 

The Administration—and this means Harry 
Truman primarily—should pull itself together, 
decide what it wants and go to work for it in 
earnest. The President would be appealing to 
the people if Congress were shelving Fair Deal 
bills the way the White House itself appears to 
be doing. 
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Toward City-County Co-operation 

It is good to learn that one of the St. Louis 
County Charter Commission's first acts was to 
set up a liaison committee to meet with the simi- 
lar committee that the St. Louis Board of Free- 
holders had already created. 

The purpose is not to plan a political consoli- 
dation; any such plan would be dynamite to any 
proposed charter for the county. But the city 
and the county are much too close neighbors, and 
far too dependent upon one another, not to re- 
sort more and more ‘to joint attacks on their 
mutual problems. 

Thus, it is a matter of high urgency for both 
charter boards to take scrupulous care that their 
handiwork sets no barriers in the way of city- 
county co-operation. 
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Lindsay Warren; Foe of Waste 

The Panama Railroad is a corporation of the 
Federal Government. In its operations, it man- 
aged to get along on $10,000,000 less than was 
appropriated for it. Instead of turning this 
money back to the United States Treasury, the 
Panama Railroad invested the — in 
Government bonds. 

The Production Credit Corporation, an off- 
shoot of the Farm Credit Administration, accu- 
mulated $33,000,000 in income on excess govern- 
ment capital. It also invested its unneeded funds 
in federal securities in order to have the in- 
terest for itself. 

Thus, in both instances money which actually 
belonged to the taxpayer was held from him and 
invested in the taxpayer’s own securities for 
which the taxpayer himself had to meet the in- 
terest bill. 

These are only two of many strange and 
oftentimes indefensible uses of the people's 
money as described by Lindsay C. Warren on 
the preceding page. Comptroller General War- 
ren is no carbon copy of Senator Byrd. He is a 
choice of the late President Roosevelt and 
worked closely with many New Deal causes ‘in 
his years in the House of Representatives from 
North Carolina. 

But like Senator Paul Douglas of Illinois he 
is opposed to waste. He thinks the bureaucrat 
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who approaches the matter of appropriations 
from the standpoint of number of employes, 
relative weight in the federal structure, etc., 
ete., should be required to apply economy cuts. 
The Post-Dispatch thinks the same way, 
whether the administration be Democratic or 
Republican. We urge our readers to give Mr 
Warren the hearing he deserves. 
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The Case of the F ae Sentinel 


Flora, Il, is not among the great cities of the 
world, and the Flora Sentinel.is not among the 
powers of the press. But what is being done in 
Flora t the Sentinel will be resented wherever 
there is a decent respect for freedom of speech 
and press. 

As F. A. Behymer reports in the Post-Dispatch, 
a group of Flora business men does not like the 
way in which the Sentinel’s editor, Charles A. 
Crowder, reported both sides of a strike of wa- 
terworks employes. Telling the strikers’ story 
seems to these men not an obligation of objec- 
tive news reporting, but aid and comfort to 
unionism—something which they want to ktep 
out of Flora and the adjacent oil fields. 

When hints on the street and threats over 
the telephone failed to shake Editor Crowder, 
the business group quietly bought a note and 
mortgage on which he was in arrears. Then the 
group obtained judgment on the note in an ef- 
fort to take over Crowder’s property. Against 
this, the editor is now fighting. The business 
men say that they just made an investment. But 
there can be little doubt about the result of 
their action, if successful. 

It is saddening that the Flora business men 
do not realize that a press which reports both 
sides of issues is essential to a democracy. An 
editor who is willing to suppress facts for the 
benefit of a local economic group may next be 
tempted to suppress other facts for the benefit 
of a gouging political machine. No group can 
feel safe where the essential information for 
wise, democratic decisions is lacking. 

To have a part in such a process of suppres- 
sion, on a small scale or a large one, is to adopt 
the tactics of dictatorship. That’s why the case 
of the Flora Sentinel is important, terribly im- 
portant. 
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Mr. McReynolds Makes It Clear 


Allen McReynolds is to be commended warmly 
on his statement as president of the University 
of Missouri curators. He pledges that there will 
be no segregation if the Legislature authorizes 
the admission of Negroes to the State Univer- 
sity. Noting that in Oklahoma and Arkansas Ne- 
groes, though admitted, have been taught by 
special teachers or accommodated in alcoves, for- 
mer Senator McReynolds says “there shall be no 
line of demarcation in Missouri.” 

This expresses, we believe, the sentiment not 
only of the university’s curators but the great 
majority of Missourians. Every indicator points 
to a conviction in this state that the time has 
come to eliminate the color classifications which 
divide students at the university level. The signs 
are that Missouri is fully ready to join its 
neighbors, Kansas, Illinois and Iowa, in accord- 
ing equal educational facilities to university stu- 
dents regardless of race. 

It is to be hoped that the Senate Education 
Committee will report the bill out promptly so 
that the Senate itself may speed it to Gov. 
Smith. No one should forget that the vote in the 
House was 100 to 8 for ending discrimination. 
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Anything But Average 

It is good to have an expert on adolescents, 
Dr. J. Roswell Gallagher, say in Reader’s Digest 
that there is no such thing as an average boy. 
They all vary in age, weight, height, responsi- 
bility, and in the way they drive a car, the time 
they start shaving, and the hour they get in at 
night. The same thing is true of all averages, 
we expect, and Dr. Gallagher would have saved 
a lot of trouble if he had lumped them all to- 
gether and stated without further ado that they 
don’t exist. 

The average man, the average woman, the 
average housewife, the average customer—these 
are notions, not people. There’s nothing as con- 
sistently unaverage as people. Pick out your 
man in the street, and like as not you'll find he 
is a lay expert on military strategy and tactics 
who spends his evenings reading Thucydides in 
the original Greek. 

Averages are, in fatt, at least as tricky as the 
average snare, and probably a good deal more 
unreal than the average delusion. They’re the 
one thing everyone and everything is least likely 
to be. Up and down from the average, and 
sometimes to one side or the other, there are all 
sorts. 

There is a morning's shower, as sudden and 
cleansing as a child’s tears, which is not going to 
bear the slightest resemblance to an average of 
two inches precipitation for the month. There 
is the salary which turns out to resemble sheer 
happiness for a family of five a lot more than it 
does the average earnings of medium-income 
families in the United States. Averages are not 


‘very enlightening, or very comforting, or very 


real to anyone except maybe a statistician, and 
probably only to an average statistician at that. 
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Two youngsters climbed up to the top of the 
Brooklyn bridge and did stunts. Ourselves, we'd 
be willing to settle for the old-fashioned sucker 
who only bought the thing. 
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Mr. Gray Makes an Issue 


State Representative J. A. Gray of Atchison 
county believes the new Missouri Constitution 
means what it says when it directs that “the 
recorded vote of the members of the committee 
shall be filed with all reports on bills.” He is, 
therefore, challenging the validity of a bill to 
control transportation of liquor which has passed 
both chambers and is before Gov. Smith. 


Mr. Gray says he has no opposition to the 
bill. He has selected it purely as a means of op- 
posing the stand of the Senate that the Consti- 
tution is satisfied when the committee reports 
the Rumerical division in a committee, but does 
not tell who voted for, who was opposed and 
who did not vote. The House interprets the pro- 
vision correctly and, for the last two sessions, 
has followed the practice of reporting how each 
member of a committee stands on a bill.

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Russia’s New Aims 


From the Observer (London); Reprinted by Arrangement 


When Russia called off the blockade of 
Berlin, some people rashly persuaded them- 
selves that this meant the end of the cold 
war. The new chicaneries which Russia 
has since imposed on transport must have 
given these optimists a jolt. There is no 
indication yet that Russia has given up 
her pressure on Europe. All that is indi- 
cated is a change of Russian tactics. 


There is only one way of guessing what 
Russia has in mind and how she is likely 
to play her cards at the four-power con- 
ference on Germany. That is by trying to 
look at the situation . 
with Russian eyes. 


The war left Rus- 
sia weakened and ex- 
hausted. Reconstruc- 
tion without outside 
help was, and still is, 
a grim prospect of 
long years without 
reward. 


But the war also 
provided Russia with 
two chances of receiv- 
ing large-scale out- 
side help.. One lay in the good will which 
Russia's military performance had earned 
in Britain and the United States. If Rus- 
sia had been prepared to co-operate with 
the Western powers, she could easily have 
cashed in on that good will. As late as 
June, 1947, Marshall aid was offered her. 


The Kremlin Chose Conquest 


Russia's other chance lay in the prostra- 
tion of Europe. This made her consider it 
possible to subject Europe to her political 
domination and harness its still immense 
industrial potential to her own needs. 


But the two courses of action were mu- 
tually exclusive. The price of American 
aid was respect for European liberty. 
Whether Stalin understood Or not, it was 
plain that Russian expansion was bound 
to antagonize Britain and America. 


Russia chose the path of conquest. 


From her point of view it was not an 
unnatural choice, As a recipient of Ameri- 
can aid, she would have to resign. herself 
to second or third place in the world. If 
she gained all Europe, she would be more 
than America’s equal in potential strength. 


Setback in Western Europe 


The prospect of success looked good. The 
eastern half of the Continent was under 
Russian occupation. The western half was 
politically and economically disrupted. Ac- 
cording to the Marxist textbook, America 
was bound to be paralyzed by a postwar 
slump. So Russia, playing from economic 
weakness but (as she believed) from po- 
litical strength, started her campaign for 
the political conquest of Europe. 


She succeeded in eastern Europe but 
during 1948, Russia’s bid for western Eu- 
rope was decisively defeated. The key fac- 
tor was the Marshall plan. Russia's at- 
tempt to defeat the Marshall plan in the 
important German sector was foiled by the 
airlift. The Atlantic Treaty barred any 
possibility of substituting military for po- 
litical conquest, As a consequence of all 
this, Russia has had to think again. 

She still finds herself in possession—if 
not untroubled possession—of all eastern 
and half central Europe. If she can merely 
keep these conquests, the Kremlin has an 
empire of 300,000,000, with its armies on 
the Elbe and its tentacles far beyond. In 
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the long run it could hope to overpower the 
truncated rest of Europe. 

But in the short run eastern Europe has 
little intrinsic value to Russia. It is the 
Ruhr, the Saar, Belgium, Lorraine, north- 
ern and central France, which prodyce the 
capital goods, precision instruments, steel 
and chemicals that the U.S.S.R. needs. 


What follows from this? It seems that 
Russia has again a choice of two mutually 
exclusive courses. She could admit defeat, 
give up eastern Europe and apply for an 
American loan. This would mean a chance 
to end the cold war and achieve real peace. 


An Ace in the Hole 


It is most unlikely that it will happen. 
The price of American economic ajd to 
Russia would certainly today be stiffer 
than in 1945, or even in 1947. And she has 
still another card to play. 

The possession of eastern Europe does 
not solve Russia’s economic problems. But 
it represents a massive nuisance value. By 
preventing German political unity, by hold- 
ing up an Austrian settlement and by 
keeping her forward divisions on the Elbe 
and Danube, Russia can keep a war-weary 
West perpetually on the algrt. , 


More important, eastern Europe can serve 
as an economic magnet for western Eu- 
rope, and help to preparé the soil for an- 
other Russian attempt at political con- 
quest. Though eastern Europe lacks the 
products that Russia needs, it has the food 
surpluses that western Europe requires. 


If Russia could bring about a situation in 
which western Europe came to depend on 
eastern Europe for its food and paid for 
it with capital goods, she would get cap- 
ital goods to repair her economic weak- 
ness; she would oblige western European 
countries to adapt their production to Rus- 
sian needs, thereby establishing the kind of 
economic dictatorship that Germany in the 
"80s established over the Balkans; and she 
would in the last resort be able to cut off 
western Europe's food supplies. 


The New Aggression: Trade 


An active campaign for increased east- 
west trade has already started. It sounds 
innocuous, and it seems to re-establish a 
“natural” prewar trade pattern. West Ger- 
man industry, in particular, has not yet 
found any other outlet. British industry 
might be glad to see its competitor di- 
verted away from our overseas markets. 
Also, increased trade would reduce the de- 
pendence of western Europe on American 
foodstuffs, and thereby the dollar deficit. 


All this sounds tempting. But if we fall 
for the temptation, the political result will 
be disastrous. Western Germany would be- 
come Russia's economic appendage. And 
if ever Germany should join the Russian 
camp, the rest of western Europe would 
become indefensible. 

The upshot is clear. Western trade with 
Communist-dominated states must remain 
restricted to a simple exchange of food for 
consumer goods. The old east-west trade 
will have to be replaced, for the time being, 
with a triangular design in which western 


Europe imports American and Canadian 


food and exports machinery to tropical 
areas such as southeast Asia, Africa and 
the Caribbean, thus enabling them to pro- 
duce more dollar-carning raw materials. 

A co-operative development plan for se- 
lected areas of this kind is the next great 
task of Western statesmanship,

For 1000 years they have 
drawn their livelihood from the 
Sea as cCargo-carriers and fisher- 
men. 

By 1939 the Norse fleet of 4,800,-

the world. It earned enough in 
freight fees to pay for a full third 
of everything Norway imported 
and ate, wore or used. Five years 
later half of it was at the bottom 
of the sea and with it a propor- 
tionate reduction in earning power. 
Britain, America and Japan had 
bigger merchant fleets in 1939. 
None had one so large in propor- 
tion to population. 


Norway, almost as big as Cali- 
fornia, has a population of only

David K. E. Bruce. Kirk is to go 
to Moscow, Bruce to Paris. 


Both incidents found Kirk and

Back in 1928 Bruce was a vice 
consul in Rome, working in a hot 
little hole stamping “approved” 
on the visas of Italians who want- 
ed to go to the United States.

Bruce had no official right then 
to mention top American policy, 
but he quickly thought of his own 
top personal gripe and voiced it. 


He said, “I’m happy, except I’ve 
been here six months and my lug- 
gage is still being held by your 
customs.” 

Half an hour later, when Bruce 
entered his hotel, his luggage was 
being delivered. 

This is the story about Kirk: 

He had been in charge of part 
of the shore landings on Sicily. 
He was the Navy's top man on 
amphibious techniques. Among 
other things he had ordered ship 
batteries to wipe out a little Si- 
cilian town. He was asked after- 
ward “why?” 

“It was in our way,” he an- 
swered. There was a pause. Then 
he turned on his questioner and 
said, “Remember, they started the 
war—we didn’t.” 

Both men are what you would 
expect out of their backgrounds. 

Bruce. is 10 years the junior of 
Kirk. A biond, unwrinkled 61, 
Bruce put in dabbling years of 
study at Princeton, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia and the University of Paris. 
He never took a diploma, but he 
gained the right to practice law in 
Meryland. Then he engaged in 
years of various types of work. 

During World War I he was in 
the Maryland House of Delegates. 
Then he spent the two years as a 
junior foreign officer which led to 
his meeting with Mussolini. He 
was back for some of those lush 
before-the-crash years in New 
York as an investment banker and 
a corporation director. 

He stayed on in New York for 
a while to help reorganize some 
of the smaller companies that got 
mashed. Then he took off for the

When the war started he put in 
a Washington hitch as head of 
Naval Intelligence. Then he was

BE little guy who stopped

Miller (The Viking Press, 139 pgs. 
$2.50) 
EATH OF A SALES- 
MAN” has been judged 
the best play of the year 
by many critics, as the Pulitzer 
Prize would indicate; and the 
public has indicated full approval 
of this play as only the public 
can. Even as a book to read, it 
holds excitement and conviction 
of truth in its. presentation of a 
man’s realization of himself. 

Willy{Loman is a salesman of 
many years of experience, who 
has had to continue on th® road 
even though he feels unable to 
travel. He returns home, where 
his wife and his two sons are 
distressed in various ways by his 
muttering to himself and other 
evidences of his wandering or 
failing powers, Throughout the 
play, the thoughts and the strong 
recollections of Willy take form 
on the stage: Uncle Ben repre- 
sents his lost opportunity to 
make a fortune in Alaska or 
Africa; The Woman is his illicit 
love and the central figure in a 
dream that racks his conscience; 
the boys, Biff and Happy, are al- 
ternately their own mature 
selves and lads of twenty years 
before. 

Changes in time and place are 
indicated. by musical themes or 
by lighting. The continuity is 
always clear, for Willy’s present 
struggles to preserve himself are 
plainly revealed in these glimpses 
into his past. 

Willy asks his young boss for 
a job in New York and is fired. 
This is a shock to him, for he 
has told himself and his family 
that he is essential to the busi- 
nes. Biff asks for a job with a 
man he has cheated many years 
before and realizes that he has 
lived the same kind of sham that 
his father has always lived be- 
fore him. Charley, a neighbor, 
and his son Bernard are effective 
contrasts in their success—the 
father in business and the son in 
the law.

APAN was defeated in 
World War II, but not before 
it “‘was able to destroy the 
old structure of empire in Asia 
beyond the possibility of restora- 
tion.” As a result “Asia is out 
of control” of western colonial- 
ism and imperialism, Owen Lat- 
timore writes, and its political 
and economic future is being 
charted from within by two 
forces—nationalism and revolu- 
tion. Those forces, he believes, 
will upset the American “as- 
sumption that America and Rus- 
sia have become the two most 
powerful countries in the world 
—s0 powerful that they can and 
must divide the world between 
them.”’

Some- 
body in Brentwood, cr in develop- 
ments that adjoin the proposed 
‘building site (York Village and 
Manhasset Village), or somebody 
in the St. Louis office or the Chi- 
cago office of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration, or somebody 
in the National Congress is in a 
position to throw the monkey- 
wrench.

The dark purple fruits are high- 
ly decorative, and if one plans to 
enter a basket of vegetables in the 
harvest show, an eggplant is an 
absolute must in arranging an at- 
tractive display. 

The fruit may be eaten at any 
stage of growth, until its skin be- 
comes dull.

Eggplant is widely used in 
Asia. Japan and the islands of the 
Pacific; soldiers who served in 
that area had many opportunities 
to learn how it is served there. 


The plants require rich soil and 
should never be set out until all 
danger of frost is over as they are 
extremely tender. Set them 18) 
inches apart in the row and mix a 
tablespoon of plant food with the 
soil around each plant.

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Army Medical: Museum 


Its Exhibits Send 
Chills Down Spine

WASHINGTON, May 28. 
OT long ago the Army, for no apparent reason, issued a 

N notice calling attention to the existence of the most fan- 
tastic chamber of horrors in America. Containing nearly 
everything but the mummified remains of John Wilkes Booth, 
it makes the old-time dime 

museum look like 10 cents. 

-It is called the Army Medi- 

cal Museum and is the only 

institution of its kind in this 

country open to the public, 

which is probably just as 

well. About 200,000 morbid- 

ly curious persons, a good 

many resembling creatures 

out of a Charles Addams 

cartoon, creep into it annual- 

ly to stare at the exhibits. 

One of the popular speci- 

mens, for example, is ‘the 

mustache and lips of a 

cavalry officer killed by 

Apache Indians in 1881. 

This object floats in a small 

glass jug. There is no 

further explanation on the 

label, but it seems obvious 

that some redskin with a 

Perverted sense of humor wanted it for his scalp collection.

Another favorite is the wax head of a bearded 
British sailor afflicted with brandy nose. The sailor 
is wearing a nautical cap and smoking a Wellington 
pipe; the size of his bulbous red nose would prevent 
him from smoking one with a straight stem. It says 
his trouble is caused by too much alcohol and tobacco. 
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@ IN A NEARBY CASE, OR CASES, is the world’s largest 
collection of kidney and bladder stones, and a comparable 
assortment of preserved human, fish, bird and animal eyes. 
Toward the rear of the museum, which occupies an area about 
the size of one wing of the Jefferson Memorial in St. Louis, 
the visitor usually will find a group of damp-looking bipeds 
with noses pressed against the cases containing the infant 
monstrosities. Dozens of varieties of freak_ human births 
are displayed in glass vats—a set of quintuplets, Siamese twins, 
two-headed infants and other grisly objects. 


Observers sometimes question the usefulness of these 
specimens in the study of military medicine, but other exhibits 
seem more appropriate. Parts of bodies which have suffered 
unusual diseases or battle wounds, from those inflicted by 
tomahawks to those resulting from atomic bomb explosions, 
are neatly bottled and labeled. 
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@ THE STORY IS RELATED THAT ONE DAY in July, 1363, 
the museum took delivery of a small crude coffin, which was 
found to contain an amputated leg. A small card was in- 
scribed, “With the compliments of Maj. Gen. D. E. Sicles, U. 8S. 
Volunteers.” This gift was duly placed on display and Gen. 
Sicles for some years thereafter paid occasional visits to his leg. 


The museum was established early in 1862. Army officers 
were directed to collect and forward to the surgeon general 
“all specimens of morbid anatomy, surgical or medical, which 
may be regarded as valuable, together with projectiles and 
foreign bodies, as may be removed, and such other matters as 
may prove of interest in the study of military medicine or 
surgery.” By the end of 1862 the surgeon general had re- 
ceived more than 1000 amputated limbs; they arrived immersed 
in whisky. 
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IN MOST CASES THE PRESERVATIVE was confiscated 
contraband liquor, seized in the course of the Civil War and 
forwarded to battlefronts and general hospitals by the surgeon 
general's office. It is reported the plan struck a temporary 
snag when trainmen and stationmasters learned of the con- 
tents of the barrels consigned by field headquarters to the 
surgeon general. Many kegs began to arrive empty. To 
solve this problem a denaturant was added to the whisky 
shipped from Washington, and for weeks the percentage of 
iliness among railroad employes along the routes was extremely 
high. 

The Army Medical Museum is the parent organization of 
the Army Institute of Pathology, which has several divisions 
and is primarily a central agency for consultation, diagnosis, 
research and advanced training in pathology for the Army 
and, on a co-operative basis, for the Veterans’ Administration. 
The establishment as a whole — a highly important 
Place in the medical world. 
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The institute maintains a vast collection ef micro- 
scope slides of interest to pathologists, including sev- 
eral sections of the brain of the late Italian dictator, 
Benito Mussolini. Also available for study, incidentally, 
is the brain of Dr. Robert Ley, the Nazi labor boss 
who hanged himself to avoid trial as a war criminal. 
The Army found that a long-standing degenerative 
process of the frontal lobes was sufficient to account 
Yor Ley’s eccentric behavior.

@ OTHER FILES CONTAIN RECORDS and pathologic ma- 
terial from the atom-bombed cities of Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 
Elsewhere there are files containing thousands of photographs 
and drawings of wounds, operations and diseases gathered from 
all the countries where American troops were stationed in the 
last war. 


Army regulations require that pertinent tissues and records 
from all important surgical operations, particularly material 
from tumors or suspected tumors, be sent to the institute for 
diagnosis, consultation or review. Post-mortem examination 
material also must be sent in. About 4000 cases a month are 
being handled at present. 
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@ A HUGE MASS OF THIS MATERIAL has been collected 
and is in regular use. It was invaluable during the war. A 
medical officer in some isolated place in India, for example, 
who suspected a soldier was suffering from cancer or some 
disease difficult to diagnose, would air mail a bit of ques- 
tionable tissue to Washington. The sample would be checked 
immediately and a report radioed back to India at once. In 
this way mistakes were avoided and operations and treatment 
could be started in a very short time. 

These activities, however, are conducted behind the scenes.

INCE 1945 the residents of a

There’s always something new te learn about the 
bees, though often this is merely re-discovery of things 
known long ago. It has been believed by most apiarists 
during recent years that when a colony hatched a new 
queen and sent out a swarm from the hive, it was the 
old bees which left. This was in contrast to an elder 
contention, still held by seme less scientific observers, 
that the swarm consists of young bees. 
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FINALLY AN ENGLISH SCIENTIST worked out a meth- 
ed for color-marking the hees in a coleny as they hatched, 
‘thus making it possible te determine their ages. When the 
‘Solony swarmed, he followed and housed the swarm in a 
a * 
ee When a check was made, he found that the new colony 
yeonsisted of young #8@ middle-aged workers, This seemed 
BT: since a new and prolifie young queen would need lots 
of comb in which te lay her eggs, and the young bees are the 
chief and fastest builders of comb. 

What had probably misled earlier observers was that some 
eld bees always hover about the outside edges of a swarm, and 
that these can be identified by their wings which become 
ragged with flying. 
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@ THE ROBBER BEES, WHICH SECURE their honey by 
invading the hives of existing colonies, are also interesting. 
One large commercial bee-keeper found a hive of robber bees 
which had the thing down to a system. 

If you have observed the bees, you will know that around 
the door of each hive are clustered many young workers whose 
task is to guard against the admittance of strangers. This 
robber colony would attack these guards and drive them away; 
then post their own guards which would let no bees into the 
hive except the robbers. 


Thus a hive would be robbed in a few hours, after which 
the band would move on to another colony and repeat the per- 
formance. The bee-keeper, when he had determined what was 
happening, put an end to these goings-on by destroying the 
robber colony. 
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Giff also told us that young Nancy, his daughter, 
had acquired a new pet sparrow te take the place of 
Chi Chi, the one she raised last season.

When they get 
home to an easy chair and — 
newspaper, they may row 
about doing anything which dis- 
rupts their comfort. 
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THIS GROUCHY behavior may 
make strangers, as well as their 
own youngsters, form a wrong 
opinion of their real feelings. 

But if they place‘:an arm about 
their wives and pull them down 
upon their laps occasionally, such 
evidences of affection will wash 
away most of their children’s 
fears and worries, leaving the 
youngsters reassured and happy.

For one man there’s 
a light that never was on land 
or sea, the light that died and 
was born again. Ivie Lee Wade 
was blind but now he can see. 
The light that greets him at break 
of day is something like the mir- 
acle of the earth’s perpetual re- 
currence of dawn after darkness. 
For him, for nearly 30 years, there 
was nothing but night, but now 
there is sunrise, noon and dusk 
and, all through the day, there’s 
sunshine in his heart. 

Ivie Lee Wade's gratitude is 
greater because he has a brother 
who cared, who toiled and 
scrimped and sacrificed for many 
years to pay the price and now 
shares the gladness of a redemp- 
tion that blesses both the gift 
and the giver. 

Leonard Wade was the cause 


of his brother’s blindness and, al- 


though he was free from fault, 
for it was an accident, he dedi- 
cated his life to the only restitu- 
tion that he could make, the res- 
toration of the sight that had been 
destroyed. Now at last the great 
transaction has been done. Ivie 
Lee Wade walks in the light and 
Leonard Wade is free, acquitted of 
the unintentioned hurt that he in- 
flicted upon his brother. 

Ivie was five years old and 
Leonard was nine when the hurt 
was done. Leonard had a bow 
and arrow and was improving his 
marksmanship by shooting at a 
knothole in the barn door on the 
farm where the family then lived 
near Springville, Tenn.

Four years later 
Ivie, playing with other children, 
not seeing well because his right 
eye had become infected and un- 
able to protect himself from in- 
jury, was struck in his other eye 
with a stick. A scar formed over 
the pupil and then a cataract and 
darkness descended upon the boy. 
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LTHOUGH Leonard was not 
A tne cause of the second acci- 

dent, he felt himself to blame 
for Ivie’s total blindness because 
he had inflicted the first injury. In 
the bitterness of his self-accusation 
he declared that when he was a 
man he would work and save mon- 
ey until he had enough to hire the 
best eye surgeon that he could 
find to restore sight to his 
stricken brother. It was a boy’s 
dedication of himself to a fine 
purpose and those who heard it 
gave him credit for his good in- 
tentions. But at the time nobody 
thought that anything ever would 
or could be done to give back to 
Ivie the light that he had lost. 

It was, though, more than a 
sorrowful gesture. Leonard meant 
it. To shield his purpose from 
the indulgent doubts of his elders, 
he hid it in his heart, but there 
never was a time when he didn’t 
keep true to it. To Ivie thouga, 
from time to time, he spoke of it 
as something that lay between 
them, something that others 
couldn’t understand. 

“Some of these days,” he would 
say, “I am going to find a doctor 
who can give you back your sight. 
I’m going to save my money until 
I have enough to pay him for it. 
There'll come a day when you will 
see again.” 

Ivie listened, grateful for his 
brother’s concern and encourage- 
ment, not too confident, but with 
a faint hope that some day the 
darkness in which he dwelt would 
fade away and there would be 
light again. Another might have 
been content to hope and wait, 
but Ivie was not that kind of a 
boy. He accepted his blind lot 
without complaint and made the 
best of it. 

As boy and man the self-confi- 
dence of Ivie and the skills that 
he acquired were the wonder of 
those who knew him. With physi- 
cal strength, energy and initiative, 
he made for himself a blind man’s 
place in the world of seeing men. 
Not boastfully, but with earned 
assurance, he says “I never found 
anything that I wouldn’t try to 
do. Maybe I couldn’t do it as well 
as others, but I could at least do 
a little bit of what others could 
do a whole lot.” 

Others say that Ivie could do 
almost everything with his hands 
that a seeing man could. do, from 
farming and cutting timber to

VOW TO RESTORE HIS BROTHER'S SIGHT, 


A Story of a Great Devotion 
That Brought a Blind Man Back 
From the World of Darkness 
and Put Sunshine in His Heart 


years ago from Tennessee to live 
among the Seventh Day Advent- 
ists, who have a colony here, be- 
cause his father wanted his chii- 
dren taught in the Adventist 
school, 

Ivie had been sent to a school 
for the blind and had learned 
Braille and his eager mind fas- 
tened upon the meanings of things 
in the world that he could not see. 
He married and became the fa- 
ther of two sons, Robert, now 14, 
and Marvin, now ll. His wife 
died without his ever having seen 
her face. Five years ago he mar- 
ried Arminnie Snyder, teacher of 
the Adventist school, without hav- 
ing seen her, knowing her fea- 
tures only by the touch of his 
sensitive fingers and her gentle- 
ness by the sound of her voice. 

All the time Leonard was living 
true to his purpose, working and 
saving. At first it was hard be- 
cause he didn’t earn much, but he 
put aside $10 a month out of his 
earnings of $15 a week, increasing 
the allotment as his wages grew. 
Then the war came along and he 
went into the Navy, setting aside 
$125 out of his pay. 

After the war, Leonard set him- 
self up in the bakery business in 
Chicago and, with increasing pros- 
perity, the fund for Ivie’s opera- 
tion grew more rapidly. Times 
when he visited Ivie, he men- 
tionefl the advances that were be- 
ing made in the restoration of the 
sight to the blind. He was keep- 
ing a close watch on developments 
in that field. He was never very 
definite about it because the time 
had not come. He didn’t want to 
raise hopes until he was sure. 
The most that Ivie will say about 
it now is that “I knew something 
about it,” but nothing much was 
said about it “because we are 
not that kind of people.” 

What he means by that is that 
the Wades are quiet, cautious 
folks .who do not jump to conclu- 
sions or take anything for 
granted. There was an under- 
standing, a feeling rather, that 
Leonard was watching and plan- 
ning and, at the right time, would 
do something. 

Four years ago Ivie, with his 
school teacher wife to keep books 
for him, opened a country store in 
the settlement and was given the 
patronage of his Adventist neigh- 
bors, for he and Arminnie were 
faithful members of the church. 

Then at last, after Ivie had 
walked in darkness for 28 years, 
his father was visiting Leonard 
and his wife, Mildred, in Chicago, 
and Leonard said: “When you get 
home tell Ivie to come up here.

VERY gas burner in St. Louis and St. Louis County—2,273,000 
of them—will be checked in the next several months. The 
vast majority will need adjustment to burn straight natural 

gas instead of the mixture of natural and manufactured gas 
which city and county have used since 1932. A large group of 
specially trained workmen has been brought here to do the job. 

Conversion of a single burner is a relatively simple opera- 
tion in itself. But the great number of burners in i oe homes, 
offices and factories of Laclede Gas Light Company’s 300,000 
customers makes the over-all job enormous. Adding to its com- 
plexity is the variety of makes and models of the various ap- 
pliantes requiring adjustment. The job will take some seven 
months, will cost Laclede about $3/000,000. 

Almost every burner will require two adjustments: The 
opening (orifice) which admits gas to the burner myst be made 
smaller, and the air intake must be made larger. Many burners 
will require a third adjustment: The holes (ports) in the burner 
itself must be drilled larger. In a home containing.a gas range 
and a gas water heater, the job will take from 30 minutes to an 
hour. These adjustments are necessary because natural gas, 
with which all the oity and county will ai hoes pom by the end of

" To effect the change-over, the county is divided into 30 
districts and a work schedule set up for each. All appliances in 
these districts are expected to be converted by August 1. Work 
then will begin by districts in the city and is expected to be 
completed by December 1. 

After natural gas is admitted to the mains in one group of 
distriéts, the conversion in those districts proceeds as rapid! = 
possible. Consumers are notified about a week and again a 
two days before natural gas is turned on in their districts. fora 
brief interval, their unadjusted appliances will burn the natural 
gas; instructions for use of appliances in that interval are sent 
consumers in advance of the change-over. 

About 200 workmen are now in the field adjusting appli- 
ances, about 300 more will be added as the work progresses. 
Workers are divided into crews of 8 to 10 men, each a' specialist 
in a particular type of appliance—range, water heater, small 
space heater, furnace, refrigerator, and commercial, industrial 
and laboratory equipment. To facilitate the work in dwellings, 
it is newer! b of course, that some one be home or arrange- 
ments be made to admit the workmen. : 

In the five districts in St. Louis County where conversion 
already has been completed, three questions frequently wete 
asked the workmen by housewives. They were: How will 
natural gas affect my gas bill? How will it affect my cooking? 
How will it affect my appliances?

HE Italian menu usually includes some form of pasta, which 
may be served in many ways. Pasta is made of wheat 
flour dough shaped into tubes, noodles or long strands. 

Mostacciouli is large tubular pasta cut obliquely in pieces. It 
is usually served with meat balls and tomato sauce. 

In preparing this dish, Mrs. Josephine Viviano follows the 
recipe which she brought with her from her native Sicily. 
She mixes in a bowl twice-ground meat, grated cheese, eggs, 
breadcrymbs, chopped onion, cut .parsley and minced garlic. 
The mixture is seasoned to taste with salt and pepper, then 
shaped into medium flattened balls and fried in olive oil 
until brown. 

While meat balls fry the tomato sauce in which they will 
simmer is prepared. Chopped onions are sauted in olive oil, 
then sliced mushrooms are added. When these are tender, 
tomato paste and canned tomatoes are added. Sauce is 
allowed to come to a boil, meat balls are put with the sauce 
and all is allowed to simmer for at least an hour. 

Mostacciouli is dropped in boiling salted water and boiled 
for 15 minutes. Cold water is added to remove starch and 
mostacciouli is drained in a large colander. 

INGREDIENTS: For meat balls, one pound pork, two 
pounds beef, one cup grated cacciacavallo cheese, three eggs, 
two cups bread crumbs, one large onion, three sprigs parsley, 
one clove garlic, salt and pepper; for squce, two small onions, 
one-half cup or one small can sliced mushrooms, five cans 
tomato paste, one No. 2% can tomatoes, one can water, one 
to two boxes mostacciouli. Amounts serve six to eight persons.
